Rare Old Collection of Correspondence 
Includes Letters from Prominent Fayetteville Men 


by W.J.Lemke 


Through the courtesy of Mr, Sadler Burrow of Ozark, Ark,, we have 
had the pleasure of examining a collection of correspondence dated 
1837 to 1840. Among the several hundred items are 17 letters written 
by prominent citizens of. the infant town of Fayetteville, addressed to 
Samuel Evans of Ozark, Evans was the postmaster at Ozark, as well as 
a merchant of considerable importance, and business agent for many 
prominent men in northwest Arkansas, 


The earliest Fayetteville letter. in the collection, dated Dec. 10, 
1837, is from Wm. McK, Ball, cashier of the Fayetteville Hanch of the 
State Bank of Arkansas, regarding a note sent for collection -—— "Hno, 
M, Trusdale and others, $500." Two years later (Dec.18, 1839) Wm. McK. 
Ball wrote to Samuel Evans: "Mr,Trusdale this day paid the note execu- 
ted by himself and others to H. S. Ross for $500, He also paid me $5 
which he said he had borrowed from Mr,Ross." 


Another letter (undated, but probably 1839) reads: "Your open letter 
of the 10th inst. enclosing $200 and your note has been recd, It was a 
very careless trick in you to send money in an open letter. W, McK, 
Ball, cashier, Branch of the Bank of Arkansas at Fayetteville," 


A fourth letter from Ball to Evans reads as follows: "Bank of State 
of Arkansas, Fayetteville, W.McK. Ball cashier, Jan.28, 1839, sent per 
Dr, Combs, Your letter is at hand, and can only say that I am much 
astonished at its contents, There must be something wrong about the 
matter, Checks both before and after your check was presented, have 
been paid, and we have the funds here to pay them, -- Mr, Wallace left 
here this morning for New York and he is authorized to have matter put 
straight." 


The writer of the above letters, Wm.McK,Ball, was an unusual figure 
in the early days of Fayetteville. Through some mysterious influence 
at Little Rock, he had secured appointment as cashier of the Fayette- 
ville Branch of the Bank of the State of Arkansas when the state went 
into the banking business in 1838, Two years later, the state's bank- 
ing system collapsed. When examiners appeared at the Fayetteville 
branch bank, Cashier Ball reported the disappearance of the bank's 
books, Some of them were later found .in White River. Ball was charged 
with a $46,000 shortage but fled to Texas and escaped prosecution,

Washington L. Wilson, Fayetteville's leading merchant and financier 
shortly after the town was laid out, was one of our town's substantial 
citizens. He was a leader in civic activities and a charter member of 
the Masonic Lodge. He is buried under an imposing monument on East 
Mountain, just across from the entrance to the Confederate cemetery. 
W.L. Wilson's contribution to the Evans collection is an invitation to 
what may have been one of Fayetteville's first formal social affairs: 


"Fayetteville, June 10, 1839. The Gentlemen of this place have come 
to the conclusion to have a Ball in this place on the Ath day of July 
next and in selecting the managers you have been chosen one of then, 
and it is. the wish of the balance of the Gentlemen that I should 
address you on the subject. In accordance with their request I send 
you a list of the names with the request that you will attend to the 
business on your part of handing tickets to all the ladies in your 
vicinity and likewise give your personal attendance on this occasion. 
With sentiments of respect, I am Sir your obdt servt.

The pleasure of your company is repsectfully solicited at a Ball to 
be given by Moses Campbell in this place on the Ath of July at 5 o! 
clock in the evening. Fayetteville, June 10, 1839..W. L. Wilson."

The Evans collection contains five letters written by A. Wallace of 
Fayetteville, Alfred Wallace was probably the most influential of four 
brothers -- the others were Willis, Riley and Leonard -= who had come 
to Fayetteville about 1832 with their father, William Wallace, They 
operated several early stores, did a bit of pioneer banking. As will 
be seen by the letters that follow, Alfred Wallace was also contractor 
for the early mail routes through the Ozarks, 


"Fayetteville, Arks., Dec.13, 1839. I send enclosed a certificate of 
the distance from Ozark via Huntsville to Osage C.H. (Bentonville).The 
certificate is filled up with the distance given me by the Postmaster 
at Huntsville, I should like to have all the Postmasters certify to 
the same distance if they can agree about the true distance. I want 
you to be certain to make it long enough, It is to have a new Rout ese 
tablished (put in operation) No, 4055. The Postmaster General directs 
me to furnish him with the distance. Please make out a certificate of 
the distance as near as you can .and forward to me by returning mail. 
If the one I have enclosed suits, you will sign it as Postmaster offi- 
cially and send it back. Your attention will greatly oblige YourFriend 
and 6bdt Srvt, A. Wallace. 

"Ozark, Franklin County, Avis December 1839, 
Lis Samuel Evans, postmaster et Ozark, do hereby 
certify that I believe the distance from Ozark to 
Sevierville Post Office to be 55 miles and from 

. Sevierville to Osage C.H. Post Office, Benton 

County, to be 45 miles, making the new Mail Rout 
No. 4055 from Ozark via Sevierville P.O, to Osage 
P.O, one hundred miles, so estimated by the most 
competent persons that have frequently traveled it 
in our country," 


The foregoing letter bears a circular postmark, "FAYETTEVILLE, Ark., 
Dec, 13" (1839), It is a clear impression in the upper Left-hand corn- 
er of the folded letter. The letter was sealed with wax, This is the 
earliest Fayetteville postmark that has come to our attention. It is 
probably not necessary to say that this was before the day of postage 
stamps, 


On April 4, 1840, A. Wallace wrote from Fayetteville to S. Evans of 
Ozark as follows: 

"T am ordered by the Postmaster General to put in operation the mail 
rout No. 4055 from Ozark to Huntsville to Bentonville and report the 
commencement of the same, I send you down a letter for the Postmaster, 
which you will please sign and forward. The mail will leave Ozark 
every Monday at 6 a.m.The mail arrives at Ozark every Sunday at 6 p.m. 
Please direct the mail boy to Mr, Bearclift to stay, as I expect to 
make that my stand." 


On June 15, 1840, Wallace wrote to Evans: 

"I have to request of you to informme if any failures have been 
made, on my mail rout from Ozark to Bentonville, If any, the precise 
date of them and the cause of the failure if known, if high water, the 
water course and its distance from Ozark. I want this in order that I 
may make my report to the Post Office Department, I have been absent 
for some time andthe country having been generally flooded this spring 
has no doubt caused some failures, Your kind attention to this will 
greatly oblige your friend, The Post Office Department has ordered the 
change we were speaking of when I was in your place, If the change has 
not been made, please have it made -—— give the mail boy the directions 
necessary to the change for me, -- Your friend & most obdt servt, very 
respectfully, A. Wallace," 


This letter is postmarked in red: "FAYETTEVILLE Ark, JUN 17." 


In September 1840, A. Wallace, Fayetteville, sent to Samuel Evans of 
Ozark a "statement of Elijah Tucker's acct with A. Wallace", showing 
total $44.61, "Will give him 6 mos more if can offer unquestionable 
security, otherwise sue him immediately." 


FLASHBACK readers may find some of the items and prices of interest, 
The statement reads as follows:

On Nov. 14, 1840, A. Wallace wrote to Evans as follows: 


"Sir: Enclosed please find a note on Mr, Elija Tucker for $39.26 
which you will please place in the hands of a constable for collection, 
Mr. Tucker expected by Bro. Willis would pay this note, out of a note 
he gave Bro, W to send to Red River to collect from some gentleman 
there for hin, 


"The case stands thus! Mr.Tucker had a note on some gentleman on Red 
River which he wished my bro. to send over there to Mr.Doss to collect 
for him as he had no acquaintance there himself to whom he could send 
it. He gave the note to Bro. Willis and shortly afterwards a gentleman 
(as he was then supposed to be ) was here from the neighborhood that 
Mr, Tucker wished the note sent to, Bro. inclosed the note in a letter 
and gave it to this gentleman directed to Mr. Doss, he also sends by 
him several articles of value to Mr. Doss and considered him a safe 
conveyance for them as he was riding Mr.Doss's horse, But, contrary to 
expectation, the fellow was never heard of after he left this place, 
Consequently, Mr.Tucker's note was not received by Mr.Doss. The case 
just stands so, the note has not been heard of nor collected. 


"Mr, Tucker's only recourse is to go to the gentleman upon whom he 
held the note, on Red River, and get a new note or get him to make 
payment by his receipting against the note. The only part my brother 
acted in this case was for the accommodation of Mr, Tucker expressly, 
consequently cannot be responsible for the misfortune, 


"Your kind attention to this case will greatly oblige your friend 
and obdt Servant. I am going to N.Orleans and will probably stop at 
your place, but in case I do not stop, I thought it best to write you." 


Another letter from Wallace, Dated Dec,23, 1840, again orders Evans 
to sue on Tucker's note,

Judge David Walker, Fayetteville pioneer, is represented in the 
Evans collection by a tax receipt for his taxes on property he owned 
in Ozark and by a letter of instruction about the building of a "brick 
business house" in Ozark, They read as follows: 


Tex receipt, Nov.6, 1839. "Received from Samuel Evans $13.88 in full 
for David Walker's state and county taxes for 1839. Emanuel Speegle, 
Sheriff & Collector of Franklin County, Ark." 


"Fayetteville, 19th Sept. (1839 or 1840). I got home last night from 
Crawford and reflect that I left no order with Messrs.Kendal & Collins 
for lumber, Mr.Hunsicker promised to have it sawed, Will you request 
them to make out their bill for the office and present it to Mr. Hun- 
Sicker with a request to have it sawed without delay. When they have 
the lumber ready I will get the favour of you to show them the spot to 
set it. I have concluded to set it on the northwest corner of the ware- 
house lot across the street from your house, If you should succeed in 
engaging a brick maker I will be bound by this letter to take what 
will build a brick business house. I will be down by on my way to 
Clarksville, D. Walker," 


Archibald Yell of Fayetteville, the state's first Congressman and 
second Governor, wrote a letter to Samuel Evans, Ozark, on July 25, 
1840, as follows: 


"Waxhaws, July 25, 1840. I am requested by Mr. Willis Wallace, the 
contractor on the rout from this place to Boonville via Ozark, to 
authorize you to detain his mail until twelve ock on Sunday or until 
the Little Rock mail arrives and then send such portion of the mail as 
you think proper, It will be of service to this place as we will get 
our mail one day sooner as the mails are now arranged it is not worth 
agrat. Your attention to this matter will confer a favor on your 
friends at this place and place me under obligations, I have written 
this letter at the special request of Mr.Wallace, etc." 


Governor Yell's letter bears a fine clear postmark in red: "FAYETTE- 
VILLE Arks FREE."

There is a letter in the Evans collection written by R.W.Reynolds of 
Fayetteville.This early-day resident is obscure, W.S.Campbell mentions 
Reuben W. Reynolds as one of Fayetteville's earliest citizens but 
gives no further information about him, His letter reads as follows: 


"Fayetteville, July 28, 1840. Enclosed you will find $200 all the 
state money I have, If you don't come up the first Friday in next 
month, I will send the balance by some safe hand or by mail. You will 
arrange the draft with Mr, Adrey and oblige, I have sent a note on Mr, 
Packer which you will please hand to Mr. Jas, Penellon and tell him to 
have it collected or fix it with the old man to suit himselph.— R. W. 
Reynolds,"

Onesimus Evans, early=-day Fayetteville promoter and first Master of 
Washington Lodge No.l, F&AM, is represented in the Evans collection by 
the following letter: 

"Fayetteville, May 12, 1840, Yours of the 7th inst. enclosing your 
note &c is before me, which note bears date april 11, 1840, Will be 
due 11/14 Oct. next. Your note for $575,30 as discounted March 28 will 
be due 28 Sept. & lst Oct. 1840, The original note was for $650, re- 
duction $74.50, interest $20.46." 


One other item of Fayetteville interest is a receipt signed by Jonas 
M, Tebbetts, then a Van Buren lawyer. The receipt is for collection of 
a note ($15.50) and is dated Van Buren, May 6, 1842.As is known, Judge 
Tebbetts moved to Fayetteville, where he became a civic leader,

An article on "Arkansas Schools, 1819-1840" by Walter Moffatt men- 
tions (1) the Fayetteville Female Academy beginning its first session 
in 1836 under the direction of Mr. and Mrs,-Robert Mecklin, and (2) 
the Fayetteville Female Seminary beginning its first session in April 
1839 under Mrs, E.D.Dickson, Since Sophia Sawyer is generally accepted 
as the founder of the Fayetteville Female Seminary, a school that was 
in operation 22 years, FLASHBACK will publish its own history of the 
pioneer Washington County schools in an early issue, Dr.Moffatt'!s in- 
formation came from advertisements of the schools! promoters in the 
Arkansas Gazette, However, an advertisement could not make a school.

A Texas Soldier of the Confederacy 
Records His Experiences in Northwest Arkansas 


(Editor's note: This article is based on a diary written by L. H. 
Graves of McKinney, Texas, from May 1, 1861, to April 1, 1864. The 
diary is the property of Mrs, Thomas O'Connor of Victoria, Texas, A 
copy of the diary was made available to us by Margaret Stoner McLean 
of 723 Woolsey St., Fayetteville, who is a member of our Society. Mrs, 
McLean and her husband, Prof. Malcolm D. McLean of the University of 
Arkansas faculty, both formerly worked in history at the San Jacinto 
Museum in Houston and in the University of Texas library. 

Since the diary is too long for publication in FLASHBACK, we have 
taken the liberty of summarizing parts of it. But the soldier's record 
in northwest Arkansas, from Feb,15 to Mar. 18, 1862, is published ver- 
batim, This period covers the movements of the Confederate troops come 
manded by McIntosh and McCulloch from winter quarters at Mulberry to 
the battle of Elkhorn and their return to Mulberry. 

Students of the battle of Elkhorn (Pea Ridge) will find Graves! 
account of interest, especially the assertion that his brigade was 
"in line of battle for about three hours and did not fire a gun" after 
having captured a Federal battery in the first five minutes of the 
fight. The death of McCulloch and McIntosh at Leetown, together with 
VanDorn and Price's location at Elkhorn Tavern, 2 miles away, obvious- 
ly deprived the brigade of leadership and of "orders from a superior 
officer", The Graves diary also gives a vivid picture of the hardships 
suffered by the army in its passage over the Boston Mountains, —- WJL) 


20s: 


The diary of L. H. Graves begins May 1, 1861. He spent the month of 
May drilling at Fort Washita dnd Fort Arbuckle in the Indian Territory, 
then went home to McKinney, Texas, to help with the harvest . On Sept. 
10, he left home asa member of Capt.J. W.Throckmorton's’ company and on 
Sent. 12 was sworn into the Confederate service at a camp in Dallas 
County. He then returned to McKinney, | 

On Sept. 24 he left McKinney with his regiment. The troops reached 
Fort Gibson on Oct.7 and Tahlequah two days later, On Oct.l2 the regi- 
ment camped 3 miles from the Arkansas line and Graves went to Mays- 
ville~ to have his horse shod, 

On Oct. 18 the regiment left "Camp Ben" and passed through Maysville 
enroute to Carthage, Mo, They were in Neosho Oct.22 and in Pineville 
Oct. 23. On Oct, 28 the troops started for Springfield but didn't get 
there, They returned to Bentonville, Ark,, via Cassville and Keets- 
ville,~ Mo. However, on Nov.19 Private Graves was a member of a scout 
that did penetrate to Springfield, 

Nov.26 found the regiment on the march southwest to winter quarters. 
On Dec, 1 they were encamped "3 miles nearly west of Fayetteville" ‘7, 
Graves records that the army made from 18 to 25 miles a day, The going 
was slow over the mountains. On Dec. 4 he says: "Ascended a long hill 
of the Boston Mountains, I walked up it and led Ranger" 


1. Throckmorton was a former resident of Fayetteville, Ark, 

2. Maysville is in Benton County, on the Arkansas-—Oklahoma line, 

3. Keetsville is the present Washburn, Mo, 

4, Their camping place was probably Mt.Comfort -—- the campus of Ozark 
Institute. — 

5. Ranger was his horse, 


_ The army arrived’at winter quarters at Mulberry Station, "about 25 
miles. nearly east’ of Fort Smith and 3 miles from the Arkansas River." 
The troops were put: to work building cabins and layout out a drill 
ground, but Graves went on a scout Dec. 17 to Fort Gibson and managed 
to get in on his first battle,’ On their return to Mulberry,the troops 
avoided Fort Smith "because of the smallpox". 

The next few weeks were spent in drilling, with an occasional dress 
parade to break the monotony. Gen. Ben McCulloch, idol of the Texans, 
arrived on Feb, 8, taking over the command of the brigade from Colonel 
Beuntoshit What follows is Graves' own account from Feb.1 to Mar.16 
18 Pr : 


1. This was the battle of Choostenallah in the Indian Territory,

Have not many leisure hours these. days, after performing the 
duties of drills, dress parade, cooking, watering and feeding our 
horses. Went up to the stable to drain my stall of water.

Feb.5. Cloudy and rainy part of today. All went out on drills, dress 
parade, regimental drills, John Shields and his father-started, not- 
withstanding the unlikeliness of the weather, Mr.Shields fixed one of 
the locks of my double-barrel shotgun. ah | 

Feb. 6. Somewhat cloudy. Went out on company drills, dress parade, 
regimental drills. We were drilled by Lieut. Dilijard;:he is a‘ tolerbly 
good drill officers, Have roll-:calls three times a day -- a few min- 
utes after daylight, ‘at sunset, and at half past 8 p.m.

Feb.7. Hazy and cloudy. Two of our company re-enlisted for two years 
longer; that is: 2 years after the 12 months expires for which we were 
sworn in, Did not go out on regimental drills on account. of . Ranger 
having the scratches. I poured some hot gruel above his heels, ‘which I 
hope will cure him of them, T.F.Skidmore went out with. me..to shoot my 
six-shooter off this P.M. , : . ae tS : 


Feb, 8. Clear and tolerbly pleasant. Got orders that Ben McCulloch 
has now command ofthe brigade. Colonel McIntosh had command heretofore. 


Feb. 9. Beautiful day. But quite 2 weary day tome, as my horse 
(Ranger) has the scours and I was all day tending him. Gave him some 
salt first, but he did not lick much of it, I then gave him a pint and 
ahalf of strong coffee and late P.M. I gave him some opium, He has 
had between 15 and 20 passages since 9 R.M, but I do hope and trust 
that he may be much better in the morning. Mr. and Mrs, Quckenberry 
and their daughters came into our little cabin, unexpected to me. John 
Shields was so kindly treated by these people during his sickness. 


Feb, 10. Rose awhile before 4 o'clock. Went out to see if Ranger was 
alive but when I got there he was dead. Sad news to me, Got a permit 
to go down to Yzark with Good and Dan O'Brien to see if I could pur- 
chase a horse. I borrowed 40 dollars of T. F. Skidmore, 20 dollars of 
Billy Cloyd and 20 dollars of Don Seguers to purchase a horse with, 


Feb. 11, Beautiful day, Good, Dan O'Brien and myself staid in Ozark 
last night at a Dutch hotel, The proprietors only charged us $2 a 
piece, We arrived in camp P.M. Distance to Ozark about 14 miles. Gave 
Frank Skidmore my note for the $40 I borrowed of him and also gave ny 
note for $20 from M. R. Clark, Now have enough borrowed to purchase a 
horse with, Capt.J.W.Throckmorton, Lt.Patterson and Bob Lewis arrived 
from Texas, 


Feb.12. Clear and tolerbly pleasant. 

Feb,.13. Cloudy and some sleet fell, J.C. Horn, James Patterson and 
myself rode over 20 miles northwest, We are tonight staying with a man 
by the name of Edgington, north of the Boston Mountains, We are out 
trying to buy two horses for Horn and myself. Saw some that suited in 
price, etc. Horses are high, 

Feb,14, Arrived in camp late P.M. The ground is now white with snow, 


Feb,15, J.C.Horn, James Patterson and myself started out again with 
corn for three days to try and buy us a horse ( for Horn and myself). 
Mr, P. being a good judge of a horse is the reason we have him along 
with us. Are tonight staying with a man by the name of Wright, 


Feb,16, Clear pretty day. We went up to old Colonel Peter's between 
5 and 6 miles north of Wright's and here at Peter's I purchased an 
iron gray horse off him for $100 in Confederate money. Five years old, 
Mr.Peters says, next April, He is nearly as tall as Ranger was but not 
near as heavy. Traveled about 30 miles over rough mountainous country. 
Now about 9 miles northwest of camp. 


Feb,17. Clear and pleasant. We three started early for camp. After 
traveling a mile or so we met a fellow and he told us our regiment 
would be off this morning towards Springfield, Mo, It started a few 
minutes after we got back to camp. J.D. (Dr.) Horn purchased a horse, 
S. F. Brown shod my iron gray horse. I have quite a bad cold. I with 
several others did not get started with the regiment today. 


Feb,18. Some half dozen of us started from winter quarters A.M. for 
our regiment. It started on yesterday morning northward, We traveled 
about 40 miles, Stopped, got supper and fed our horses at 10 tonight, 
about the rising of the moon, We expected to go on and overtake our 
regiment, but it commenced raining and we concluded to stay all night. 


Feb.19, Some sleet fell. Started at 5 o'clock, traveled § miles, got 
breakfast, the gentleman made nocharge for it. We arrived at our 
regiment. Gen. Ben McCulloch's whole army are encamped near here to- 
night. I went: into Rains division of Price's army this P.M. and 2150 
again tonight. Saw many of my old schoolmates and acquaintances, whom 
I have not seen for nearly five years, Was glad to see so many of my 
old schoolmates in the Confederate army. We talked about Price and 
McCulloch, Told them that I thought a better General than either of 
them would soon be put over us, viz. Maj.Gen, Earl VanDorn, Our regi- 
ment traveled a good portion of last night through the rain and sleet. 
All are expecting a big battle soon. 


Feb,20, Cloudy and only tolerbly pleasant, some snow on the ground, 
The whole -Southern army: of:Missouri-' still, on the retreat. Passed . 
through Fayetteville. Encamped about 1 mile south of it. ' Fed . our - 
horses . and got: a little something: -to eat ourselves, Many of. us only 
had a half biscuit for ‘breakfast. Had -plenty of good bacon for dinner, 
Believe the sun was only about an hour high P.M. Started wouthward , 
Traveled 9 miles, It was dark and cold when we went into camp, No 
tents with US» Wagons sent farther oe ee 


Feb.21. Cloudy. I had to take a ttle corn for my horse -——- called 
"pussing" it, against my idea of right and wrong, .but to keep him fiom 
starving I did it. I paid Don Sequer the $20 I borrowed of him a while 
back, also paid T.F. Skidmore $10., We,got,some cooking untensils (bor- 
rowed them) and baked up all the flour we had, Laid by today, 


Feb,22, Rainy a.m, . but clear p.m.-- McDonal: from. McKinney, Texas,. 
arrived a.m. Started from camp at half past one and went into camp at 
9 tonight, Traveled some 16 miles, roads very muddy, Southwest direc- 
tion today over a rough country. For the last several nights we have 
been forced to burn rails, which I do not like to do, Several of the 
Pays oe Slept: on tent tonight. 


Feb.23. Lay by. Tom Cloyd arrived am, He alias three Yetters 
in same envelope, from Rily, Lillie and Francis, Was very glad to re- 
ceive them, Had some good corn bread and bacon for dinner. 


Feb,2h. Lay pak ‘Clear beautiful day. Had parch corn and meat ‘for 
breakfast and biscuit and meat for supper. Baked some 200 biscuit, as 
we know not ‘what moment we will be called on to go to the. ‘battlefield, 
as-the enemy is near,::.-It is reported that . the enemy have raised’ the 
"stars and stripes! in Fayetteville, I would not be surprised if this 
report is true. My horse has been quite lame since day before yester- 
day, caused from a-sprain. I think. .A mess-mate bought a peck of Irish 
potatoes for 50 cents. It came to my time to go on picket, but as my 
horse was so lame, I got P.P.Allen to go in my place. I will go in his 
place whenever it comes. to his time to go on picket duty, 


reh. 25. Lay bys on Lee's: Creek". Pretty day. All went out on dress 
parade a.m. and‘ p.m, dohn Henry and others arrived from McKinney, Tex, 
A Mr,Terry. from Kaufman County, Texas, gave us a sermon tonight, and 
after which .our Chaplain, Dr.-B.F. Hall, spoke a little while, Heard © 
them both, Our old friend Phil Yelton arrived p.m, and tonight sang 
some: of his favorite songs, or rather the boys', favorite songs, It is 
now our belief that Lieut. L.M.Martin of our company is a prisoner in 
the Federai camp, We are now drawing 18 ears of corn and one bundle 
of fodder to the horse per day. | 


Feb,26. Lay by. Wrote a tolerbly long letter to Fro. Rily. Expect to 
send it tyes McDonal, dehy Skidmore arrived and joined our company. 


Feb,27. Lay ye Wrote snather letter home. .Our company now numbers 
102. wns: thik 


Feb.28. Clear and warm, Maj.L.S.Ross with-two companies (Smith's and 
Ross's) arrived P.M. . after being about several days. The Major (L.S. 
Ross) had.a. little fight with the federals and killed some 25 and only 
got oneman WPunees : 


March 1. Lay by. Still in Washington County, Arkansas, This was a 
pleasant spring day. 


March 2, Some snow fell, There is a vast difference between yester- 
day and today, Mr.McDonal and Tom Cloyd started to Texas, Carried many 
letters for the boys. Our horses are nearly on point of starvation, It 
seems impossible to get forage. 


March 3, Cloudy and cool, Some snow last night. Good and Tom Lisenby 
went out and got some forage, Ray Kelley, an old schoolmate, is stay- 
ing with us tonight, 


March 4, Snow fell thick and fast for a while a.m, but the sun soon 
melted it off, Drew some bacon late p.m. Some of the boys purchased 
some fine apples, of which we all ate hearty. Traveled about 22 miles 
north of east, Ray K. is with us tonight. | 


March 5, Started from camp a few minutes after sunrise, Passed 
through Fayetteville. Our regiment took about 30 prisoners, wagons and 
teams loaded with forage, We are tonight encamped about 5 miles north 
of Fayetteville. Do not know whether we will remain here all night or 
not. Two in each mess have to sit up at. a time all night, horses sad- 
dled, some snow is falling, It is now 20 minutes past 8 p.m, 


March 6, Cold and disagreeable. Traveled north about 25 miles. Went 
into camp and about 8 ofclock tonight mounted our horses, Only travel- 
ed a short distance, There was a little battle fought near Bentonville 
this a.m, 


March 7. Pretty cool, Mounted our horses at 3 o'clock, Traveled till 
5 aeM., then stopped . and made fires of rails near the road, We were 
soon in the saddle and about half past 10 a.m, Gen, Ben McCulloch 
passed by our regiment dressed in a black velvet suit, patent leather 
high-top boots. and had on, I think, a large broad-brim Texas hat, At 
11 a.m. our regiment with several others were drawn up in line of bate 
tle and a Federal battery opened fire on us, killing two of our regi- 
ment's horses and the riders on the same I think were killed. Almost 
as quck as thought, Gen, McIntosh ordered a charge and the Federal 
battery was taken by our brigade in 5 minutes. Then we were in line of 
battle for about three hours and did not fire a gun after this battery 
was taken, having no orders from a superior officer, Saw nothing of 
Gen. Ben McCulloch after the battle commenced. We were exposed to the 
enemy's burst-shells and minnie balls. Was much amused at the Indians 
on our side. It was impossible to keep them in-a straight line, They 
would form in circles in spite of all that could be said by the offi- 
cers commanding them, One of our company by the name of Dick Nelson 
said to our Capt.J.W.Throckmorton, "Captain, let's charge them; that's 
what we are out for." This was after we charged through an old field 
and had gotten into some timber after taking this battery that I have 
spoken of. The Captain. told Nelson just to hold on until we were 
ordered to charge them, There was just in front of us a solid line of 
Federal infantry "that looked so black". Tonight our regiment and an- 
other laid in ambush to keep the enemy from cutting off our wagon 
train, We are about 2 miles from our portion of the battlefield, Be- 
tween 10 and 11 tonight was the first news I got that our brave true 
commanders McIntosh and McCulloch had fallen in this battle of Elk 
Horn, which took its name I suppose from the ElkHorn Tavern near here, 


McYulloch and McIntosh falling accounts for us being so exposed to the 
Federal bullets without being ordered to return some of their fire, 
This was indeed the saddest news that Capt. Throckmorton and Lieut. 
Patterson whispered in our ears tonight that Ben McCulloch andMcIntosh 
Nare dead", McIntosh was our immediate commander of all the cavalry on 
our side and Germ. Ben McCulloch was chief commander over McIntosh and 
all the infantry. General Price with his command was fighting the 
enemy from a.different standpoint, Gen,VanDorn was out with Gen,Price, 
Had McCulloch and McIntosh lived, the victory would have been so com- 
plete on our side, 


March 8, Mounted our horses about 4 o'clock asm, Traveled south. 
Stopped and fed our horses, Price and McCulloch's teams are ordered on 
farther south, Are tonight ericamped 12 miles nearly south of Benton-- 
ville, P 


March 9, Last night at half past 10 we stopped here; I hardly ever-~ 
was so very sleepy, Traveled southwest about 25 miles. Tonight en- 
camped between 8 and 10 miles south of Fayetteville, Road very muddy. 
As I passed through Fayettteville this evening leading my horse, a 
little boy handed me a fine apple, which was very acceptable to me, 
For the last 5 days we have had but little to eat, -having to bake 
bread part of the time rolled around a:ramrod and baked by ane and 
turning it round and round in front of the fire, 


March 10, Clear pretty day, .Traveled 12 or 13 miles south, Are. now, 
encamped 32 miles: north of VanBuren, Have had nothing for our ets : 
since yesterday morning. Quite hard on.thenm, | 


March 11, Started from "Camp Strichas", traveled south 15 miles. 
Just at midnight we drew ten ears of corn a piece for our horses. | We, 
made up some dough in a pan Ed Carr found and baked it on sticks, 


March: 12. Traveled between 2 and 3 miles south on Van furen road,.::” 
March 13,. Lay by on Lee's Creek, Wrote a hasty letter home, Had my 
hair cut for the first time since I left home in September: last, 


March 14, Rainy and rather a gloomy day for us, Had a great deal of 
rain last night. Have no.tents, Managed as best we could to try to 
keep dry with forks, poles and blankets stretched over the poles, After 
laying down tonight there was a call for 10 men to go on picket. We 
are only about 3 miles from the line between orks and Indian Territory. 


March 15, Lay by. Col, B.Warren Stone of our regiment had our horses’ 
started to winter quarters. One man to every 10 horses went to carry 
them there. -We are now left a-foot. | Know not when we will see then 
again, Some of the boys do not like it at all, | 


March 16, Mostly ns I am on guard, Received a Natta from home 
brought by my good and true friend, G.W.Grimes, as far as VanBuren and 
from there by someone else, Was happy to hear from home. Some of our 
wagons with cooking utensils and tents arrived. Very glad to see them, 
as we have only had a small frying pan to cook in for the last two 
weeks, The last month has been quite a trying one on us all,

On Mar. 23, with Col.Churchill commanding the brigade, the army left . 
its winter quarters enroute to the scene of action east. of the Miss= — 
issippi River, Making about 24:miles a day, the army passed. through . 
Uzark and Clarksville, turned northéast and reached Yellville April 4. 


While passing through Searcy County, Arkansas, Graves became sick 
and was left at the home of a man named Melton,where he spent 10 days, 
Traveling alone, he reached DesArc April 25, where he boarded a steam- 
boat that took him down White River to rejoin his regiment at Corinth, 
Miss. 

On Oct.4, near Corinth, Graves (then a 2rd Lieutenant) was severely 
wounded ~—"shot in the breast and thigh"-—- and was captured, He spent 
the next seven months in hospitals at Corinth, Iuka, Vicksburg and 
Edwards Depot. He was in the hospital at Edwards Depot, 18 miles east 
of Vicksburg, from Dec, 28, 1862, to April 22, 1863, On May 1 he was 
able to rejoin his command near Spring Hill, Tenn. 

He was with his outfit for the remainder of the war, except fora 
2-months leave of absence in early 1864. He records that he and sever- 
al other Texans started for home on Feb,10, 1864. They crossed the 
Mississippi River just south of Napoleon, Ark., in a skiff, with their 
horses swimming alongside, They passed through Monticello, Hampton and 
Camden, Ark., and on Feb, 25 "arrived home in time for breakfast." 
Graves left McKinney, Texas, on April l, to rejoin the 6th Texas Cav- 
alry. War's end found him at Jackson, Miss., where he was paroled on 
Mey 13, 1865. 
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Route of L.H.Graves and his regiment through the Ozarks, 

Left Tahlequah Oct.9, Maysville Oct.12, Neosho Oct.22, went into camp at 
Bentonville Oct.27. Graves was member of a scouting party that made a dash 
to Springfield Nov.19. Regiment left Bentonville Nov.26 for winter quar- 
ters at Mulsberry. From Feb.18 to Mar,5,1862, the regiment was encamped on 
Lee's Creek in Washington County, marched to the battle of Pea Ridge Mar.6é 
and returned to Mulberry Mar, 15. Regiment left Mar.23 for Mississippi, 
marching via Clarksville, Yellville, to DesArc where they took steamboats,

$1,000. In it McIlroy hauled the $30,000 in gold 
over the mountains to Ozark, where this gold lay 
buried under his brother's barn floor four years-- 
1861-1865--and then hauled it back to Fayetteville 
where it became the capital of the state's oldest 
bank.....lf you take the "Il" out of McIlroy, you 
have McRoy; if you put "Il" in McRoy, you have 
McIlroy. Both families continue in the life of the 
city to this day.

An error on page 2 of the May issue of FLASHBACK -- "Horton" instead 
of "Wharton" -- brought us the following information, most of it from 
the "Memoirs" of Narcissa Owen 1831-1907: 

Narcissa (Chisholm) Owen, the mother of Senator Robert L. Owen Jr., 
was a daughter of the last hereditary chief of the Eastern Cherokees. 
His wife was Melinda Wharton (not Horton) who lived at Huntsville, 
Alabama, the daughter of William Wharton, 

Narcissa had a new piano that she had bought in Louisville,Ky. When 
Sophia Sawyer's Fayetteville Female Seminary needed a piano, Narcissa 
traded her instrument for a finished course in the school 1850. Herman 
Freyschlag and his sister Hermina, from Berlin, Germany, were teachers 
of music and art in Miss Sawyer's school. Narcissa was a music teacher 
in the school and boarded with Rev. and Mrs. Duncan, the latter a 
Sister to David Walker of Fayetteville. 

Narcissa Chisholm was a great-great-granddaughter of Queen Quatsis 
who was a sister of Ca-lu-nah, the Raven Chief of the Cherokees 1699, 
whose wife Nancy was a sister to Susie who married Anthony Foreman, 
the ancestors of Mrs, Ralph Shreve of Farmington. Quatsis, the sister 
of Chief Ca-lu-nah the Raven, was the great-great-grandmother of Mrs. 
Victoria Kennedy of Rogers, Ark. 


Miss Susan Vaulx of Muskogee, Okla., has presented to our Society 
the canteen used by Dr. W.B.Welch of Fayetteville, who was a Confeder- 
ate Surgeon during the War Between the States, 


. CANE HILL CEMETERY 


Cane Hill is one of the oldest towns in Washington County, dating 
its beginning to 1828, the year that our county was created. A few 
of Cane Hill's first-comers were already on the ground in 1827 when 
this was part of the short-lived Lovely County. The village cemetery 
must have been started in the early 1830's, Some families had their 
own family graveyards, and several ether cemeteries of considerable in- 
portance existed near the village, There is the cemetery, now buried 
in underbrush and hard to find, in which the two Revolutionary sol- 
diers, Capt. Jacob Pyeatt (1756-1844) and Lt,John Carnahan (1756-1840) 
are buried, Their graves are enclosed by a stone wall and bear offi- 
cial marble markers, 


The early graves in the Cane Hill village cemetery were marked with 
rough field stones or sandstone slabs. The inscribed tombstones did 
not come into commen use until the 1850's, although there are several 
old-fashioned markers that bear dates in the 1830's, 


The Buchanans, Carnahans and Pyeatts, whe were three af the first 
Cumberland Presbyterian families te settle on Cane Hill, are repre- 
sented in the cemetery by a large group ef illustrious dead. In the 
Carnahan lot lies the sainted Samuel C. Carnahan (1796-1867), whese 
tombstone was erected by the Sunday School which he founded. It bears 
this tribute: "Twenty years superintendent of the Sabbath School in 
Cane Hill congregation of the Cumberland Presbyterian Church. As a 
Buide to youth he did what he could." Beside him s#eeps Mary Carnahan 
(1798-1879). Also onthe Carnahan let are Jacob P. Carnahan (1832-1912) 
and his wife Susan A, (1833-1879). 


The history of the Cane Hill community can be read on the Buchanan 
gravestones. Headed by the patriarch Thomas Buchanan, born 1776, died 
1836, the Buchanan dead include;

The Cane Hill cemetery is the burial place of many Confederate sol- 
diers, They can be readily identified by the small bronze UCV and UDO 
markers, There is also one Revolutionary soldier buried here, Thomas 
Garvin, born 1764 in Virginia, died 1834 at Cane Hill. A joint Garvin- 
Hagood monument has been erected to Thomas Garvin and WilliamG.Hagood, 
The latter was "born in Kentucky, came with a little band of pioneers 
to Cane Hill 1827, died 1828." It is quite possible that Hagood's 
burial was the first in the graveyard, but the monument was erected 
later and his body may have been moved there at that time, 


Oldest of the Pyeatts in the Cane Hill graveyard areJyo, Rankin 
Pyeatt (1805-1897) and his wife Elizabeth (1809-1868). On the same lot 
are Henry Clay Pyeatt (1841-1932) and his wife, Eliza Inks Pyeatt 
(1852-1911), 


Another of the first-comers to Cane Hill was Guilford Pylant, whose 
tombstone bears the dates, 1802-1891. On the Pylant lot is the grave 
of a 6-year-old boy, whose weathered tombstone bears this legend: 
"Jeseph Beard, son of Rev. W.G.L. & S. Anne Quaite; born near Helena, 
Ark,, 1855; died at Rev,G.Pylant an Cane Hill, Sept.17, 1861," 


Because Cane Hill was the center of Cumberland Presbyterian activi- 
ties, and was visited frequently by ministers of that denomination, 
there are such burials in the village cemetery as these: .

One of the many interesting markers is a 4-foot sandstone slab, with 
a cross in bas relief, on which is this simple inscription: "Gen, John 
Campbell, 1777-1858. A Christian." 


There are anumber of old burial vaults, covered with huge stone 
slabs. One of the oldest is the last resting place of Elisabeth Gil- 
breth (1801-1857). The most elaborate vault, with Masonic emblems, is 
covered with a marble slab on which appears: 

"A tribute of love to the memory of John A, Coulter, born in Arkan- 
sas, died July 1, 1857, aged 24 years, 

If the union of heart and hand 

Death could untimely sever, 

When we meet in the Angel land 

We can love united forever." 
This large marble slab was made by the monument firm of R&G Jennings, 
New Albany, Indiana, and must have cost a considerable sum, as well as 
presenting transportation difficulties via the Ohio, Mississippi and 
Arkansas rivers and over the mountains from Van Buren,

This interesting old graveyard, just south of Cane Hill, is one of 
the county's more romantic cemeteries, It is the last resting place of 
a number of persons who were born in the 18th century, most of them 
entombed in massive vaults, It is enclosed by an ornamental iron fence 
and it contains the dust of veterans of the Mexican War and of the War 
Between the States. It is the last resting place of pioneer preachers 
and school teachers, 

The patriarch of the McClellan clan was Col. John McClellan (1768- 
1842), He and his wife Mary (1774-1856) are buried under fine old 
vaults, with engraved end-stones, Other McClellan pioneers are:

The Edmiston cemetery, one mile east of Morrow, is realdy three cen- 
eteries in one. The center burial ground, surrounded by a magnificent 
4-foot stone wall, contains the pioneer Edmistons, Greers, Shannons, 
Ashbys, Shearers and Simpsons. These are some of the first families to 
come to Washington County, At the right of the walled-in enclosure is 
amore recent burial ground that contains a number of members of the 
Latta family and other pioneers. At the left is a still more recent 
burying place, of newcomers to the historic Morrow community.

The Kidd family graveyard, 1 mile south of Cane Hill and on the road 
to the McClellan cemetery, is over a hundred years old, The underbrush 
has taken over this old burial ground and few gravestones are visible © 
end legible, The oldestgrave revealed by a casual examination was 
that of Mary E, Kidd who died in 1853. There were probably many early 
burials in this family graveyard, The Kidds were owners. of the Cane 
Hill mill before and during the Civil War, | 


KINNIBRUGH CEMETERY (Farmington) 


This very old family graveyard is located atop a picturesque knoll 
just a hundred yards north of Highway 62 where it curves through the 
village of Farmington. The oldest tombstone is dated 1843. but family 
records and fieldstone markers indicate burials as early as 1836. The 
Kinnibrughs settled here shortly after the organization of Washington 
County. The cemetery contains the graves of the pioneer Kinnibrughs, | 
their relatives, and family friends.

WOOLSEY CEMETERY (Farmington) 


This old family burial ground is one mile north of Farmington, It is 
in the middle of a field, has a neat iron fence, and contains a hand- 
some memorial to the members of the pioneer Woolsey family who sleep 
here, Three of the burials occurred more than a century ago. 


On the west side of the monument are the names of Samuel Woolsey 
(1791-1858) and his wife Matilda (1794-1871) and this inscription: 
"Samuel and Matilda Woolsey settled on this farm 1830." 


On the east side of the monument are the names of the Woolsey daugh- 
ters: Jane Woodruff (1819-1848), Lourana (1825-1908) and Louisa M. 


On the south side is the name of Gilbert Woolsey (1821-1851), On the 
north side is Green S. Woolsey (1832-1845). 


There are some small marble headstones and fieldstones in the en- 
closure, without inscription, The large monument, bearing all the 
names, is a fitting memorial to this pioneer family. 


3 Miles West of Morrow 


This very old cemetery, located in one of the first-settled sections 
of the county, is just off Highway 45, some 3 miles west of Morrow. It 
contains some of the oldest dated burials in Washington County, includ- 
ing the grave of Jane, wife of Rev.John Carnahan (1770-1332), Benjemin 
Hayles (1799-1935), Mary West (1783-1838). These are really old as 
Washington County history goes -- for inscribed gravestones were not 
in common use 120 years ago, The cemetery contains many other grave- 
stones that ante-date the Civil War. There are about 50 families rep- 
resented in this graveyard and nearly all of them came to Washington 
County within a few years after the county was organized, 


In the center of the graveyard are three massive burial vaults, but 
only that of Mary West (1783-1833), "consort of Thomas West and daugh- 
ter of Elijah and Ann Renshaw" is identifiable. Beside her is the 
grave of her husband, Thomas West (1777-1860). Among the pioneers 
buried here are:

CHANDLER CEMETERY 

The Chandler homestead on Highway 59 halfway between Evansville and 
Dutch Mills, one of the county's earliest, had a family cemetery in a 
grove of trees, but not much is left of it. There are some scattered 
field stone markers and a local tradition that there are a number of 
slave burials in the graveyard. Only a few gravestones remain, but one 
is the memorial of the pioneer Jacob Chandler (1793-1876) and his son, 
Preston Chandler (1820-188) and the latter's wife B.A. (1836-190)). 


BEAN CEMETERY 

In a cornfield at Parks Corner, 3 miles north of Cane Hill, is the 
grave of Mark Bean (1794-1862), early trader with the Indians, pioneer 
miller, salt manufacturer, member of the Arkansas Territorial Legisla- 
fure, and a picturesque figure of the frontier before there was a 
Washington County, Bean conquered the wilderness but it is doubtful if 
he can conquer the cornfield in which he sleeps.There are other graves 
here, but few of the stones carry inscriptions, One is Celina H., wife 
of T.J.Blakemore (1829-1901). There is a bronze CSA marker but no clue 
to its Confederate owner, 


BLACKBURN CEMETERY 


On Highway 47 (the Winslow-—Devil's Den road), is the Blackburn con- 
munity about 7 miles west of Winslow, is a large cemetery containing 
not fewer than 500 fieldstone markers, Few of the first comers to this 
section have inscribed gravestones and it is not possible at this late 
date to identify many of the pioneers buried here,

COX CEMETERY 


The Cox cemetery, located 3 miles southeast of Clyde, is one of the 
county's older burial grounds, having been in use in the early 1840's, 
There are hundreds of field-stone markers without names, The oldest 
members of the Cox family buried here are the Rev. Samuel Cox (1812- 
1899) and his wife Martha (1816-1876). Other Cox pioneers include:

The earliest dated burial is that of William Reed. His tombstone says:

Emigrated to Arkan- 
sas 1827, Died 1875."' The Reeds outnumber by far all other families in 
the Cox cemetery.

The benches look down over the graves of the pioneers and to 
the beautiful hills across the valley.

The Reeds and the Stevensons 


(Our Society is in receipt of the following letter from Mrs, Ta Je 
Garner, Route 1, Van Buren, Ark., who would welcome any information 
about the Stevenson family in territorial days, WJL) 


Mr, Fay Reed sent me a copy of FLASHBACK with an article by Miss 
Lina X. Reed on the Reed family. It verified some information I had 
and helped set dates I did not have, 

George W. Reed married Mrs. James Graham Stevenson I some time after 
death of her husband on Oct.5,1802. My great-grandfather, James Graham 
Stevenson II, was born Feb, 1, 1803--six months after the death of his 
father. Miss Lina does not give dates but we know that James G, Stev- 
enson II and Anthony Alvis Reed were near the same age and were 
close friends. It was these two who spent one winter in the bottoms of 
Independence county.They killed bear and saved the oil in hollowed-out 
sassafras logs (so the tale goes) and from then on it is.still known 
as "Oil Trough Bottom," 

I knew the Reeds settled near Batesville but did not know about 
Reed's P,O,. and Reed's Creek. James G.Stevenson II married and lived 
in Independence county till his first. child was born in 1825, Then 
they came to Washington county, as my grandfather, Sam II, was born in 
Washington county Sept.8, 1826. I do not know how many Reeds camie, but 
two Stevenson families and their mother came, Sam and James G I know 
very little about Sam. His wife's name was Nancy and they had one 
duaghter, Cornelia, who married a Mr,Barns, They had two. daughters, 

Now the next child of James G.Stevenson was John A., who.was born in 
Lovely's Purchase in 1828. So the A.A.Reeds and the James G.Stevensons 
went to the Indian country between 1826 and 1828, Miss Lina says G.W.M. 
Reed was born at Roseville in 1830, So they were back in Arkansas by 
then, Then, Miss Lina says, the A.A.Reeds went to "7 miles southwest 
of Fayetteville" in 1832, 

I know James G, Was here (Crawford county) in 1836, for James G. III 
was born here then, but I do not know exactly when they came, but they 
came from near Fayetteville and not straight from the Indian Territory. 
Some one lived at Hog Eye and I think it was James G. but do not know 
when, I would like to find out just when they came to this place, be- 
cause I plan to write an article on the family before September 195k, 
as the house I live in was built by James G.Stevenson II in 1854, 

I have a copy of a letter written by the oldest of the Stevensons — 
William Wilson -- to his wife September 1837 "at Brother James". He 
was the first pastor of a Christian Campbellite church in Little Rock, 
In this letter he speaks of his sister, Mrs. Hardin, and we think she 
must have been a Reed, We do not know any of the Reeds except "Uncle 
Al", I would like to know if she was a Reed, Mrs.Stevenson-—Reed made 
her home with James G. My grandfather Sam II spoke often of her, This 
letter speaks of his mother and brother Sam, He spoke of. being "here" 
before and speaks of."my own brother, with whom I have always lived as 
brothers indeed," That must have been.Alvis. So it seems that in 1837 
they were all near each other, 

It is all very -interesting and I am in hopes I can fill in: the gap I 
need so much, I do wish I knew where they all (Reeds and Stevensons) 
lived before they took off for Indian Territory. 

Two communities-.on Highway 59 still have their names from that. trip, 
James G. cut figures in trees where they made camp, and "Figure 4" and 
"Figure 5" still hold the names though the grees are gone.
